LOCAL HISTORY 
GIFT PECEIVED 


Mr. and Mrs. J. W. P. Hodges 
of Raleigh recently donated a col- 
lection of items to Lenoir Com 
munity College for use in the local 
history collection in the library, 
according to Mrs. Mildred Matthis, 
Associate Dean of Learning Re- 
sources. 

Included in the collection are 
a September 2, 1899 copy of the 
Industrial Issue of the Kinston 
Free Press, a 1906 copy of the 
Industrial Edition of the Kinston 
Free Press, a copy of the book 
Links that Bind, a story on the 
Parrott family by Evelyn Parrott 
Scott along with several photos, 
stories, and family tree background 
information. Hodges also gave the 
college another copy of the re- 
search he has done on the Parrott, 
Hodges, and Arendell families. 

Mrs. Matthis noted that the 
Learning Center was very pleased 
with the gifts. “The September 2, 
1899 issue of the paper is an ex- 
ceptional addition for us. We have 
it on microfilm but this is an added 
bonus. We are also very pleased to 
get the 1906 Industrial Issue and 
the book, which we will put in our 
reference section. The photos and 
other stories will add greatly to our 
collection on local history,” Mrs. 
Matthis added. Mrs. Matthis ex- 
plained that the family tree chart 
that Mr. Hodges was giving the 
college would be laminated fo 
preservation. 

Mr. Hodges, a retired senior 
engineer with Carolina Power and 
Light Company, is a Kinston 
native who left Kinston in 1928 
due. to his job. In explaining the 
gift, Mr. Hodges noted that “I am 
no genealogist but I do like to stir 
the ashes and kick a rock. This 
material is a collection of some SC 
years of thinking about the family 
history and actually putting it 
down on paper.” 

“This material will make a fine 
addition to our growing local 
history section,” Mrs. Matthis con- 
cluded.
